ery worth a king's ransom.

base.

From Corea also came silk and other

be the home of the Cantonese coolies, 
but that there is a civilization and an 
art loving civilization there was proven 
by the embrodiery work exhibited. The 
Flowery Kingdom has within its bor- 
ders rare workers of this art. 
Some of 


the embroidered fabrics caused a wave 
of admiration to pulsate through the 
audience. 
In addition to the handi- 


work of ladies of the Celestial realm 
a number of Chinese flags were also 
exhibited. 
One of these was a Boxei 


banner captured during the raid on 
Tien Tsin. Several of the Dragon flags 
of the monarchy were also displayed. 
One of the most interesting and val- 
uable relics of China was an ornament 
captured from the royal palace when 
the Americans and Europeans invaded 
it. It was made of porcelain and wire 
gold and its value would reach well 
into four figures.
